A BILL

FOR AN ACT relating to jails; to amend section 47-502, Reissue
Revised Statutes of Nebraska; to change good time
provisions as prescribed; and to repeal the original
section.

Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,
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Section 1. Section 47-502, Reissue Revised Statutes of
Nebraska, is amended to read:
47-502 Any person sentenced to a city or county jail

shall, after the fifteenth day of his or her confinement, have his

or her term reduced seven days for each fourteen consecutive days

one day for each day of his or her sentence during which he or she

has not committed any breach of discipline or other violation of
jail regulations. The reductions authorized by this section shall
be granted at the end of each period of fourteen days, with such
periods to run consecutively from the date of confinement following
sentencing.

Sec. 2. Original section 47-502, Reissue Revised Statutes

of Nebraska, is repealed.
